A'^ Bit AVE ACT. 



Among tlio many frontier army posts 
is oDo known as Gump McDermitt, in 
NeYoda, located upon the etage-road 
itfrom Winnomucoa to Boise City, and 
distant some eighty miles from the lino 
of the Central Paoiiio railroad. 

It is near the mouth of a little ravine 
"in The very heart of the Winnemucca 
huntiu^rgronnds, niid the IndLing of 
thatv tribe,' governed by a chieftain of 
tlio Bamo uamo, made their headquarters 
at the time of this occurrence within, a 
mile of cainp upon a smnll stream, 

Peuoe reijjaed, and tim loii lueu, with 
their squiuv.s and papooses, were ac- 
oustoiued to make tri-woekly risita to 
the camp ftir the purpose of receiving 
from uio quartermaster the rations al- 
lowed them by Uncle Sam, of bread and 
meat. 

The usual force at] the post was about 
sixty men, and, iu 18C0, a single cbm- 
pjvuy of cavalry, coi.imanded by one 
Ciiipt, Wagner, was in occupation of Mc- 
Dermitt. The other olUoors of the com- 
pany were Lieut. N , a young man, 

and the Burgeon. 

Wiiiuemiiuou, Chiei iA tuo xuuiauo, 
was the father of a daughter who pos- 

f^'^jte^ wonderful beanty and a fine mind. 

''*l)eauing"^''fltli6r for a position in civ- 
ilized,' rather tlian savage life, the sa- 
chem had sent her to San FranciBoo, where 
she had received a thorough edaca-, 
tiou. 

Keturuing to her father, he had , ob- , 
tained for her, through the assistance of 
his many friends among the whites, the 
position of interpretress at McDermitt. 
"■-'fii 1869, she woe- stationed at that post 
in quarters of her own, a well-dressed 
handsome woman of about 22 years of 
Age, receiving a monthly salary of $W 
in gold. 

f^itlf 'all the arts of her wily nature 
hhe girl sought to win the aflectiona of the 
j)nly bachelor officer in camp, whom we 
will call Lieut.

The " .smiler " has not yet exhibited 
the .slightest desire to see the outside 
wails of the workhouse, but is reported 
as one of the most orderly and quiet 
prisoners in tho institution.

There were seven revolxi'is and 
three Winchester rifle.H among tlio pas- 
sengers but that one' man had the 
bulge on the crowd. Men are half dis 
armed when surprised. Coop them up 
in addition to tho surprise and pluck is 
gone. The road agent knows this and 
the fact is as good as half a dozen mer^ 
behind him. One by one the seven 
climbed down and stood in a row and 
as the last man left the coach the 
"smiler" confronted tho line and softly

With many a groan and curso and 
sigh tho request was complied with:

Those who rushed in 
found the bully down and .severely 
wounded and the , other ono stone dead, 
while the." s,mi.ler}|'|.iwas sitting on a 
bench reloading one;. of his , revolvers. 
Thirty shots had he'tin fired at him from 
a distance of twelve feet, and yet he 
had received only one slight flesh 
wound.

One of tlioao huge lifting vessels is 
nearly finished/ and mother is well under 
way on Muirhead & Mann's wharf.

The Timbor of British Columbia. 

Tho Douglass fir, which is sonie- 
timea known as tho Oregon pine, is tho 
most important timber tree in British 
Columbia, and the only one of which 
tho wood has yet bocoino an article of 
export on a largo scale. I t is found in 
all parts of Vancouver Island, with tho 
exception of tlie exposed we,stern coast, 
but tloes not occur in the Queen Char- 
lotto islands, or tho coast arcliipelago 
to tho north of Vancouver. On tho 
mainland, near the forty -ninth parallel, 
it extends from the sea to tho Rocky 
mountains, growing at a liight of 6,000 
feet in .stunted form, and occurring 
oven on liio ca.stcrn .slopes of the 
llocky mountains. In the dry south- 
ern portion of the interior of British 
Columbia it is confined to tho higher 
uplands between the various river val- 
leys. Northward il comes down to 
the general level of tho country, it 
does not extend into tho mountainou.s 
and comparatively humid region of 
Cariboo, and is probably absent from 
tho higher portions of tiie Scllcirk and 
Gold ranges generally. Its nortliern 
lino is singularly irregular; it is found 
about Fort George, and northeastward 
as far as McLeoil's lako, but does not 
occur on the Parsnip river. It ox- 
tonda about half way up Tatla lake, 
and on tiie Babine lake to the bond or 
knee. A few specimens occur on the 
Skecna river. It is common about 
Fraser and Francois lakes. It is found 
from the Fraser to the coast mountains 
on the line of the Chilcotin, and occurs 
at Nasco and up tlie Blackwator to the 
mouth of tho Iscultaesli, but is absent 
from the extensive country bounded 
bv the la.st named localities to tho 
south antl east and extending north to 
the Francois lake. It occurs abund- 
antly on tho coast of the mainland as 
far north as the northern extremity of 
Vancouver i.sland, but beyond that 
point is only found on the shores of 
inlets, nt some distance from tlie sea. 
It is found on the upper part o£ Dean 
inlet, and on the Sainton river running 
ir.'.o it, and about forty five miles from 
wait water becomes small and stunted. 
The extent of its range to (he north- 
eastward on the Rocky mountains is 
stili uncertain. 

The best grown specimens aro found 
near the coast in proximity to the wa- 
ters of tho many bays and inlets which 
indent it. Here tho tree frequently ex- 
ceeds eight feet in diameter at a con- 
siderable height above tho ground, and 
reaches a height of from liOO to 300 
feet, forming prodigious and dark fo- 
rests. The wood varies considerably 
in appearance and strengtii, according 
to the looi^Uty and growth and other 
circumatances. It is admirably adapted 
for all ordinary purposes of construc- 
tion, and of late has obtained favorable 
notice in ship-building, remaining 
sound in water for a long time. For 
spars and masts it is unsurpassed, both 
as to strength, straightness and length. 
Masts for export aro usually hewed to 
an octagon shape, from twenty to 
thirty-two inches in diainctersiind sixty 
to one liundrotl and twenty feet in 
length. To special order they have 
been sbippecl as largo as forty-two 
inches |h'diam6tev by one hundvetl and 



South America, Australia, India, China 
and the Sandwich Islands. 

The western hemlock, occurs every- 
where in tho vicinity of tho coast, and 
extends up tho Fraser and other rivers 
to the boundary of the region of abun- 
dant rainfall. It reappears in the Sel- 
kirk and Gold ranges, where suilicient 
moisture for its growth is again found. 
The tree attains a largo size on the 
coast, reaching a height of 200 feet,aiid 
yields a good wood, but has not yet 
been much tried. The bark is succos.s- 
fully used in tanning. This tree re- 
sembles the eastern hcmlock,but attains 
a larger size tluiD ever that tree does. 
In the Queen Charlotte islands it is 
particularly abundant and large. On 
the Salmon river, running into Dean 
inlet, it is not found in abundance be- 
yond eighteen miles from the sea, at 
.an elevation of 600 feet. It occurs 
again, sparingly, however, on tho lower 
part of a tributary of the last, and 
within the coast range. On the IIo- 
mathco river, flowing into Bute inlet, 
it cerises fifty threo miles from tho .sea, 
at an elevation of 2,220 feet. On the 
Uz-tli-hoa, it extends to a point from 
sis to ten miles oast of the Fraser, and 
on the Coquiiialla to the summit be- 
tween that river and the Coldwater. 

The western arborvitte, otherwise 
known as the giant or red cedar,nearly 
follows the lieinlock in its distribution, 
abounding along tho coast and lower 
part=! of tho rivers and Coast range, be- 
ing unknown in the dry, central, pla- 
teaUj but reappearing on the slopes of 
the Selkirk and Gold ranges. On the 
Salmon river the cedar ceases at forty- 
five miles from the head of Dean inlet, 
at an elevation of 2, '100 feet, although, 
like tho hemlock, it is again found 
sparingly and in a stunted form in the 
lower part of the lUaiyouco valley. On 
the Homathco it ceases at sixty-three 
miles from the coast, at an elevation of ] 
2,720 feet. On the Uz-tli-hoes it ends 
with the hemlock, about six miles east 
of Boston bar. Cedars are also spar- 
ingly found on tho Skagit river, and a 
few were also observed thirteen miles 
below Vermillion lake. The cedar ex- 
tends westward from the flanks of the 
Gold range, in the Coldetream valley, 
sparingly within eight miles of the head 
of the Ukaiiagan lake. It abounds on 
tlio shores of tho northeast part of the 
Sliuswap lake, and on thoNorth Thomp- 
son valley to within twenty miles be- 
low the mouth of the Clearwater. A 
small grove is said to exist on the Frti 
ser below Fort George. 

On tho coast tho cedar not unfre- 
qucntly surpasses fifteen feet in diame- 
ter, with a height of 100 to 150 feet. 
But such largo trees are invariably 
hollow. The wood is good, pale yel- 
lowish or reddish, but hns not yet been 
extensively used.
